L Dublin 
Further evidence that an In­ 
dian burial ground 
has 
been 
discovered on the Y. D. (Dink) 
Carson arm neat Gustine was 
unearthed recently when an­ 
other skeleton of ancient vin­ 
tage 
was 
found 
there. 
This 
“find” was discovered by Mac 
Carson, brother of the farm ’s 
owner, when he stumbled upon 
a portion of an arm bone pro­ 
truding from the sandy earth, 
almost as if signaling for some­ 
one’s attention. 
In July this year, Mac exca­ 
vated 
the first discovery 
on 
this farm, when he unearthed 
the remains oftwo skeletons, 
both ¡n thesame grave. One of 
these, the remains of a human, 
has been identified by experts 
as that of a woman 5 ft 6 in. 
tall and about 30 years of age 
at the time of burial, presum­ 
ed to he an Indian The other 
skeletal 
remains were identi­ 
fied as that of some sort of an 
animal, and remains a mystery 
as to kind. This burial was 
said to be about 500 years old. 
!n the more recent discovery, 
the skeleton was found near the 
surface 
of 
the 
sandy 
field, 
about 50 feet north of the pre­ 
vious excavation The length of 
the identifiable leg hones indi 
cate the man was above aver­ 
age in height 
The position of 
the bones reveal that he had 
been buried on his right side, 
the right arm 
extending 
out 
from under the KMy and sm it­ 
ing back toward the* body 
The 
arm bone was 
intact 
except 
for 
a 
separation 
about 
four 
inches above the elbow, which 
indicates that the arm had been 
broken while the owner liv«*d 
and had healed, but with a re- 
to with­ 


er of the skeleton was found in 
varying stages of decay, all in­ 
dicating great age 
The Carsons are reported to 
be thinking of abandoning this 
portion of their field since it 
appears to he a favorable buri­ 
al place of some ancient tribe 
of Indians. Since this area en- 
compases a low' hill that is sub­ 
ject to wind and water erosion, 
perhaps if left alone, time will 
reveal the secret of what it has 
concealed for many past gen 
orations.
